INTERESTING AND EXOCITING
EXPERIENCES ON THE BAT-
TLE FIELD TOLD BY THEj
OLD SOLDIERS.

BIG PICNIC AND BARBACUE DINNER.

One of the most plessant meetings it has
been my pleasure to attend in & long time,
wns upon the oceasion of the reunion of 1he
old sotdiers of the late war from Union
Crunty, who assembled with their famil es
and friends, aud their fumilies, last Thurs-
day in the teantiful and shady grove around
Baroctt's Springs, about 6 wmnles north of
Union. The crowd began 1o gather about
10 o'clock, aud strings of wagons, buggies,
horses etc, cwuld be seen coming frum
every direction. There was quite o large
number of the fair sex. They came by the
wag ‘n and buggy loads to show the old sol-
diers thnt while they are too yonng to know
anything nbout the war except what they
have heard and rend, the memory of the
brave solliers who dil such brave fighting
and suffered so much privation for the sike
of their home+, was cherished in their hearts
a8 well as in the hearts of the vlder ones,
the women who contributel o nobly, and
gacrificed =) much for the lost eanse, 1he
peers of whom hnave never bren kuown on
this continent. The crowd gathered so
thick sml fast that serious doubts began to
be exprossed that there would be enongh
provisions to give them aill dinner. There

* seemed to have been some misunderstanding

“of his experiences,

about the arrangements, and it was thought
that there would be more carcn<es to barbn-
cue than there really was, and it began to
look deubtful about feeding the crowd. It
was determined to appeal to the women for
help as in the times of yore when they al-

.ways 80 nobly responded, anl Col. 1. G.

MeKissick was made mansger of the sy,
and took the stand to tell ot the grub situn-
tion, and he told the ladies what was ex-
pected of them, told them that it lookel
like thia crowd would for one day have to
go through with what he with his fellow
soldiers bad to do many o day while in ser-
vice. that sume would have to go hungry,
unless the loving hands of the dear women
had anticipated this and brought enough
haskets to belp out the dinner.  The appeal
was promptly responded to, as has always
been the ease, and the Indies said they were
prepared. (oe could almost hear the happy
smile that passed around, and the exlonel sl
once proceeded to ndid the following Indies
to theto the gentlemen committee, for the
preparation of the table: Mrs. W. II.

Hames, Miss Josephine Smith, Mrs. Cutha-
rine builew, Mrs. Frank Darnett, Mra, J, 11,
oartles, Miss Nelly Smith, Mrs. Adolphus:
Gregory, Mrs. Sam DBarnett, Mis. T, L

Hames, Mrs. llenry Gossett. Theso ladies,
with the gentlemen of the ¢omumitiee, went
towork to gather up the baskets, taking
them down to the long table forming a hel-
low square, 330 or 400 feet around, which it
looked like it would take n week's cooking
to fill. While this was going on it was sug-
gested that there be some talks for the enter-
tainment of the erowd, by the old soldiers,
It was pretty hard to get this started, for
while these dear old veterans never hesitated
to face the music while the bullets were fly-
ing thick and fast around them avd their
comrodes and loved ones were fulling on
every side of them, they hesitated about
getting up before such a large audicnce and
telling their experience. DBut ol I, G
MeKissick, that brave old war horse, who

has wenthered so many battles. and who iy

g0 wcll beloved by his whole command,
what few of them survive, toak the platform
and siarted the ball ro'ling Ly reciting some
interspersing his re-
marks by ssveral laughable incidents, and
jokes on someof the boys who were present,
which brought these boys to the front in
reply, and they also told of many hard
fouglit battles, and a good deal of fun they
had while in eervice. Some parts of the
tnlks were very tonching and brought many
tears to their eyes cven, ns well a3 (o the
eycs of the awdience. Neme of thew would
get 8o full while talking of their beloved
comrades, and the way they fought and
bled and died, and the messages they would
send to their dearly loved ones at home, that
they died at thgir post, that their voices
choked up and utterly failed them at times,
Col. McKissick gave a very graphic history
of the battle of Willinmsburg and its capture
in September, 1862, How the command of
400 or 500 charged the City about daylight,
putting the Yaukeos to flght. How the
ladies rejoiced at thzir arrival, coming into
the streets, some of them in dwhaluile, to
cheer toeir friends, and thank God for
the'r deliverance from the oppressive heel
of the tyrant which had been upon them
for ¥ months, Said that the scene they
witnes-ed  beggars deseription, e de-
seribed the avack upon Fort Magruder,
and said that when he with his little com

maod of 70 men, got through the pines, and
saw what was before them, with the dnrk
mouths of many guns looking ther rght in
the fuce; he would have given o bazzard a
large amount for the use of his wings.  Dut
they all saw it would not do toturn back,
aod with the ususl rebel yell and spivie of
daring they at once charged and put the
encmy to tight. It got so hot they could
not hold it whea the enemy found what o
small handful of men had routed them, and
he told how a young boy erptured n Yankee
on the retreat, and made him double-quick.
He gaid thnt when volunteers were asked (o
take the forr, many companicy hesitated to
g0 into what seemed to be the laws of death,
when he was asked totry it with his com-
pany, he stepped forward aod ealled his
men to follow him, the talismanic word he
uxed was ““Boys remember where you came
from’ youars from old Union, 8. €. and
the men responded s one mun.  He said
that no deed of daring bravery was tco
great for his boys when he told them * Re-
member where you came tfrom."’

Dr. Fant foltowed, relating his experience,
he saicd he made all the fun for the regi-
meut, he was a boy and full of mischief, and
told mnoy of the jokes he played on his
comrades, and came near getting ghot for
his fun.  Ile told how he got the nome of
conjurer, by pliying a trick on (wo negroes
with a conjur bail, Was in the Willinms-
burg eapture, Told how the telegraph lines
hael been eut. and how the enemy manou-
vered to get the news va ancther wire, and
how they came near getting trapped by cut-
ting the wrong wire, Somosef his words were
very touchiog, and his eyes filed with rears
more than once.  He enid he was sorvy 1o
see s little interest taken by the rising gen-
eration in the history of the comfederne
war, and the valliant decls done by the

the  Sowthern  Soldiers. e wanted
to  see  these meetings  continue  aml
wanled eyery Confelderate Soldier to at-
tegd them, and in thi=  way, in-

piruct the young in the history of the wye
atong a line that listury piys very little at-
tention to, It looks altes the tiewerals, Ma-
jors, Colonels, Captaing, eto., hat about the
brave deeds and the hawd fighting and the
suffering of the rank nnd fite, the poor pris
vate; who did the fighting, and Jneed the
dendly missles that were cutting down lis
comrales every minute, on every side of
him, there is very little said. They were the
true heroes of the war, and to them all
honor i due. Many hundred of them lie a few
faet under the Virginin soil, anknown and
alme st forgotren except by those newr vela-
tione who still hold their memary ear,
These men, in whose breasts once bent the

poblest and bravest Learts the world bas

ever known should not be forgotten, Their
memor; should ever be kept fresh and
green in the hearts of these younxy peop'e
and should he handed down from genera-
tion to genervion to be treasured forever.
History will never record a hundredth part
of the brave devds of these hieroes.  [e told
of the battle of Cold Harbor in which 47 of
the 500 in his ¢ wmand were killed in less
than & minwes, that Col, 1, G. MeKiss'ck
wns wounded here, that 7 eaptains were
Lhidel and wouuded, that there was not a
s alk of grain left standing, the fieldl was
Lterally mowo with bul ets, it was a'mo-ta
miracle that anoy escaped.

Mr. Th mas llythe fullowed commending
the rire deads of his comrades ia the pri-
vate Laak< with himse!f, enying that history
was tov ilent along this line, Referring to
this meeting, Ye sail that the remark had
been male thar this would be a poor meet-
ing, but that it wis the best meeting that he
had ever attended, and if he had the tongue
of an orater he would endeavor to make it
the grandest meeting Unim  County had
ever witnessel,  He saildl many brave . sol-
diers iy < the bt le fie'ds wi b no shroud
to ¢ ver their noble forms, save n lhorse
blanket, w th no stone to tell that bencwh
this elny n be o vis. He siid that many
days the brave boys would go without eating
anything, nnd that when they got hold of
anythong they woubd divide the last erumb
with each orher. e =aid a comrade had
offered him his bread onee when they had
not had anythig to eat for two or three
days, he tovk a piece of it, and his comrade
was shot down in fiftcen minutes afterwards,
he never ate the bread but carried it for
wauy days with him aud wishel it coull
have beeu poss hle (o preserve it ns long ns
he lived, never had any hing to affect him
as that incident dil.  lle snil a pamphlet
was being prep rved and the names of these
brave men would he hande L down from one
generation to an ther. Oae of the finest
talks he ever hewr | was made by a young
Indy, the daughter of a sililier in presenting
i tlag to his ennp. Sentiment secms to have
changed. It used to be an honor to bhe a
soldier, now one think« it the veverse. Ile
prased those women at home, who did so
much to cheer the huwsban i, brother, son or
sweethert away off in thr mrmy, Yon
hardty ever hear nny praize for the poor
g ddier who fought, bel and diel for the
canse. 1 shall never so loug av 1 live h'ush
to remember that I was o confedernte #ol-
diev, and 1 trast that in the fionl day that 1
may be able to meet my old comrades in
that land where there are 10 wars and
where everlasting joy and peace reigus for-
ever.

Mr. Charner Greer spoke next.  Ile eaild
the war secmeld like a dream, could hardly
see how they all went through with what
they did nod eame out alive. Told of the
blow-up and how he was coveread up,  Told
of the enlis*ment and how they did at the
beginuing of the war. Ilow they managed
to keep all in line by telling those who were
sick to keep in rear, this brought them all
up in line.  He told several amusing inei-
dents.  Ile enid that he knew of une time in
his ife that he was out of sight of the Sim'e
red Hill, that was while he was covered up
in that blow up. (The Sim's Red Hill i«
one of the highest points in Union county,
aml can be seen for many miles ) The
worst frightened he ever was, wns when a
shell struck a man by his side in the bead,
killing im instantly, and knocking him,
(Greer) down, Said he thought he was
killed too, scared so bad he could not walk
in ten minutes, Ile dug himself out with
his sword when he was covered up. When
lie got his heal out » megro was ab ut to
shoot him and he took it back. Fmally he
got out and ran.

Capt T\ L. Hames spoke next. 1 wixh it
wny possible to give these old soldier's
words, It would be interesting reuling to
every true gon of 8, (., but it woull take up
too much space, in fuet would make a vol.
ume of interesting realing, and many ivci-
dents were related that i1 entirely over-
looked by history. Mr. llames was commiis-
snry, snid he was very glad to get the place,
Told of Col. Jeukins complimenting the

Pen Ridge Rifles for their prompiness
to respomd to eall when the Jasper
Rifles from another State, which  was

considered the crack company, hesitatel to
go. He said he had met Charner Greer
after the blowing up and that he was the
ugliest man he ever saw.

(Voice in the erowd.) “le hasa't entire-
ly got over it yet, has he !’

He saidd hie hd to step on one thing and
another to Keep out of the buman blood
which was shoe-mouth deep where he was
winlking after the battle. There was only
Thout of 400 found alive, All the speak-
ers were lowd in their praise of the noble
women of Virginia, and toll of their great
help to the poor soldiers and  low  they
hivided t9 the last whist they had for their
comfuort,

Iere dinner was announced, and when
we approached the table we behell in ns-
tonishment that it was literally covered
fram one cod to the other, just loaded down
with good things to eat, and the entire
gathering had sll they coull eat and there
wis ot to spare.

After dinner the voterans were ordered
to* fllin"' and they formed in front of
the stand 85 strong, and your correspon-
dent way asked to enroll rhem, Their
unmed will be found below.  Atier enroll-
ment they formed in double ranks and
murched around to the seats to listen to the
balanece of the speaking.

Mr. John J. Eison led off, giving a glow-
ing account of the forfunes and misfortunes
of the MeBeth Battery, of which he was a
member, taking his hearers along through
the war from beginning to surreader, tell-
ing how he gol awny and never surrendered,
Sajd that Capt. Boyce hiad said that was the
finest battery in the werld.  This was the
Inat battery osptured this side of the Mis-
gissippt.

Mr. WML YVanderford, of the infantry,
then gave his experience,  Suaid the cavalry
ete., did the skirmishing and the in‘aniry
dip the fighting. Out of 107 of his com-
pany ouly 13 could be found. Negged the
people to keep up these reunions, don't
want to be forgatton when cold in the grave.

Me. Wo IL 5. Harris spoke next, saying
that some ol said they would vather face
tire enemy than to face an andience and try
to speak, but that he would & hundred times
rother fiee an audionce amld oharge a table
than charge a battery.  Ie gave bis expe-
rience, intevaperced with  2ome amusing
incidents,

Mr Joo. I, Gage was introduoed and
snid that while hie hal no war record, being
only a hoy then, his sympnathies were with
the soldiers, and he hoped that the day
would never eome when the memory of 1he
noble heroes woul | cease to be held in the
deepest veverence. DBy request Mr. Gage
remd the following beautiful contribution
from the pen of Father Ryan :
